BACK TO GUAM 

Thirteen hundred and seventeen days after 
the first American soli fell to the Jap aggres- 
sor, the American,'! came bacK to reclaim It. 
In those 1317 days, defeat and discourage- 
ment have turned to determined confidence, 
weakness has turned to strength. Foot by foot 
the Americans have driven back their ene- 
mies in Island after Island. By sea and air 
they have followed them and harried them, 
taking hard blows but dealing harder. 

At last thoy have come back to Guam where 
on Dec. U. 1041, the garrison of a few hun- 
dred Americans fell to an Invadlnc force of 
BOOO. 

The return was more than Ihc latest 
strategic move In the steady advance toward 
Tokyo, though strategically Quam l.i a prize. 
It Is the largest Island between Hawaii and 
Japan and the Philippines, the bottom rung 
of a ladiler of Islands that leads up to Japan 
Itself. It has an excellent harbor nnd good 
airfields. 

But It has more for a nation that h peace- 
loving but proud, that by natural Inclina- 
tion and lone habit has been fierce to guard 
Its own. Pearl Harbor may have been repaid 
with Interest In a ciimulatlve string of smash-' 
Ing victories. But on Guam a part of America 
Is being regained, and Americans who died 
to protect American soil arc being avenged 
there.
